We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Massachusetts  Charitable 
Mechanic  Association  as  of  December  31,  1965,  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  income  and  expense  and  of  funds  for  the  year  then  ended.

We  received  direct  confirmation  of  all  bank  balances,  commercial 
and  savings,  and  reconciled  balances  reported  with  the  amounts 
shown  by  the  books  at  December  31,  1965.  We  traced  all  recorded 
receipts  received  during  the  year  to  a bank  of  deposit,  and  reconciled 
all  cash  disbursements  in  total  with  charges  by  the  banks.  We  vouched 
checks  and  other  evidences  of  withdrawals  to  the  book  records.

The  securities  of  the  General  Fund  were  held  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Merchants  National  Bank,  custodian,  from  whom  a certified  list 
was  received  which  was  in  agreement  with  the  Association’s  records.

We  verified  income  from  securities  by  checking  to  data  in  finan- 
cial publications. 
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GENERAL  FUND: 

A summary  of  the  changes  in  the  General  Fund  for  the  year  is 
shown  in  Exhibit  A.  The  increase  of  $11,220.82  in  the  Fund  repre- 
sented the  excess  of  income  over  expense  amounting  to  $483.81,  as 
shown  in  Exhibit  B,  plus  the  net  gain  of  $10,737.01  on  disposal  of  in- 
vestments, as  shown  in  Schedule  A-2. 

Details  of  income  and  expense  for  the  year  are  shown  in  Exhibit 
B in  comparison  with  the  prior  year.  We  vouched  disbursements  and 
checked  all  cancelled  checks  to  the  cash  disbursements  book.  We 
also  examined  receipts  from  the  recipients  of  benefits  disbursed  by  the 
Committee  of  Relief. 

In  the  comparative  statement  of  income  and  expense  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund,  Exhibit  B of  this  report,  we  have  omitted  from  income  the 
transfers  from  the  Charity  Fund  for  the  Committee  of  Relief  distribu- 
tions, and  omitted  the  distributions  from  expense.  The  distributions 
are  instead  shown  directly  as  disbursements  of  the  Charity  Fund  in 
Exhibit  D.  These  distributions  are  properly  Charity  Fund  items,  but 
are,  by  custom,  paid  out  from  the  General  Fund  after  transfers  for 
that  purpose  have  been  made  from  the  Charity  Fund. 


SHATTUCK  FUND: 

Investments: 

The  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Insurance  Company  confirmed 
directly  to  us  that  as  of  December  31,  1965,  they  held  1,544.122  shares 
of  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  under  trust  No.  568  for  the  Shattuck 
Fund.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  shares  held  represents  the  rein- 
vestment of  a capital  gain  dividend  paid  in  March,  1965,  amounting 
to  $393.24,  invested  at  $12.42  per  share  for  31.662  shares.  We  also 
secured  independent  confirmation  of  the  savings  account  at  the  Suf- 
folk Franklin  Savings  Bank.  The  investments  and  the  income  thereon 
are  detailed  in  Schedule  A- 3. 

The  market  value  of  the  Massachusetts  Life  Fund  represented 
262.0%  of  book  value  at  December  31,  1965,  as  compared  with  244.8%, 
at  December  31,  1964. 


CHARITY  FUND: 

Securities  held  in  the  Charity  Fund,  including  the  Charles  R. 
McLean  Fund,  are  held  by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, custodian  and  collection  agent,  from  whom  we  obtained  a cer- 
tified list  as  of  December  31,  1965.  They  also  certified  to  the  deposits 
in  savings  banks  and  the  cash  balances  as  of  that  date. 

We  checked  all  changes  in  securities  shown  in  the  periodic  reports 
for  the  year,  and  verified  all  income  shown  in  these  reports  by  check- 
ing with  data  in  financial  publications.  The  investments  and  income 
thereon  are  detailed  in  Schedule  A-4.

President,  on  behalf  of  the  membership  we  thank  you  all  for  your 
devotion  and  dedication. 

During  the  year  it  was  my  privilege  on  behalf  of  the  Association 
to  present  Paul  Revere  Bowls,  properly  inscribed  to  two  of  our  mem- 
bers for  services  of  long  standing:  Mr.  Ira  G.  Hersey,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Education,  honored  because  of  the  50th  Anniversary 
of  his  becoming  a member  of  the  Association.  He  has  and  is  serving 
it  loyally  and  well.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  his  father,  Ira  G. 
Hersey,  Sr.,  served  the  Association  with  distinction  for  many  years 
and  was  President  for  nine  years,  1905-1913.  Mr.  Merton  P.  Ellis, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Relief,  w’as  honored  because  of  the 
25th  Anniversary  of  his  servdng  as  a member  of  this  very  important 
committee.  His  dedication  to  the  relief  and  comfort  of  members  and 
their  families,  in  need,  is  highly  commendable.  We  congratulate  both 
of  these  fine  gentlemen. 
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It  is  to  be  noted  that  our  membership  as  reported  two  years  ago 
was  170,  last  year  170  and  this  year  173.  Seven  new  members  and 
four  deceased. 

A ladies’  night  was  held  during  the  year  at  the  Museum  of 
Science  at  which  a Seiler’s  catered  dinner  was  enjoyed  by  all  after 
which  the  facilities  of  the  Museum  were  at  the  pleasure  of  all  to  view 
as  they  desired. 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  is  carried  out  by  donations  to 
schools  and  institutions  designed  to  educate  the  youth  and  young 
mechanics  in  the  Mechanical  Arts.  The  donations  are  made  after 
careful  scrutiny  and  consideration  by  the  Planning  and  Activity 
Committee,  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Government  for  approval  and 
then  presented  to  the  Association  for  adoption.  The  Relief  Com- 
mittee also  carries  out  the  purpose  of  the  Association  by  providing 
funds  for  relieving  the  distresses  of  unfortunate  mechanics  or  their 
families.  The  payment  of  stated  sums  monthly  to  indigent  members 
and  their  families  began  in  1812  and  has  continued  without  interrup- 
tion to  this  time.  The  total  amount  paid  out  in  this  way  now  exceeds 
$600,000. 

The  annual  income  from  the  invested  funds  of  the  Association 
provides  revenue  for  the  aforementioned  endeavors. 

The  funds  of  the  Association  are  a matter  of  record  and  because 
of  wise  and  sound  investment  these  funds  are  showing  a steady  growth. 

The  privilege  given  me  to  preside  at  the  quarterly  and  annual 
meetings  of  the  Association  and  monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Government  is  one  of  extreme  pleasure  for  which  I am  very  grate- 
ful. At  all  times  it  will  be  my  honest  endeavor  to  promote  the  pur- 
poses and  welfare  of  the  Association. 

In  closing  I again  emphasize  the  great  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
devotion  which  prevails  in  this  Association.
